Donor of Unusual Volume 
On “Fair Sex” Is Member 
Of Family of Physicians 


Dr. Alexander Hay O’Neal, of St. Davids, Pennsylvania, 
who has donated to Tho Franklin Institute the unique Robert 
Harper volume on tile “Fair Sex,” is well known to many of 
the older residents of Gettysburg and Adams County, where 
lie formerly resided. 
Doctor O’Neal was the son of the late Dr. Walter II. 
O’Neal, of Gettysburg. 
He attended Bethany School in Get­ 
tysburg, which was a private preparatory school conducted 
by the Rev. Thomas P. Ege at the old Episcopal rectory on 
Baltimore street, on the site now occupied by the home of Mr. 
and .Mrs. J. Allen DeardorfT. 
He prepared for college at 
Stevens Hall Preparatory School, later known as “Gettys­ 
burg Academy.” He graduated from Gettysburg College in 
the class of 1901 with the degree of Bachelor of Arts, and 
received his M.A. degree in 1904. 
He subsequently grad­ 
uated from the .Medical School of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania in 1905. 
After completing' his service as an intern 
and resident physician in Philadelphia hospitals, he entered 
upon the general practice of medicine in Wayne, Pennsyl­ 
vania, and since then has been closely connected with the 
medical staffs of Bryn Mawr Hospital and of the Cathcart 
Home at Devon. 
Well Known Physician 
In 1916 he removed to St. Davids, Pennsylvania, where 
he still resides and is among the well known physicians of the 
“Main Line.” 
« 
In 1919 he was married to Miss Mary B. Schultz, of 
Pittsburgh. 
They have two sons, Alexander Hay O’Neal, Jr., 
now a student in Princeton College, and John B. O’Neal, a 
student at Hill School. Pottstown. 
For a number of years 
Doctor O’Neal and his family spent their summers at the 
summer home owned by him in Highland Township. 
Doctor O’Neal is a descendant of men prominent in the 
history of the medical profession in Adams County. 
His 
grandfather, Dr. J. W. C. O’Neal, a Virginian by birth, re­ 
ceived his education at Pennsylvania College in Gettysburg 
and was one of the early graduates of the medical department 
of the University of Maryland, from which lie received his 
medical degree in 1844. 
Upon his graduation, he located in 
Hanover, but later moved to Baltimore, eventually locating 
permanently in Gettysburg in 1863. 
He owned, and occupied 
with his family, the well known “O'Neal Home,” one of Get­ 
tysburg’s largest residences, which occupied 
the greater 
portion of the site of the present post odice building. 
He 
was a member of the early Adams County Medical Society. 
He was its president in 1875. 
Wrote of Medicine 
He belonged to the Pennsylvania Medical Society and 
the American Medical Association. 
He contributed largely 
to the literature of tile medical profession. 
One of his out­ 
standing works was a pamphlet on the cholera epidemic in 
1852 as it appeared in Baltimore. 
Another was ujjon his 
medical and surgical experiences upon the battlefields of An- 
tietam and Gettysburg, which treatise was considered to be 
one of the most thorough at that time on the subject. 
He 
wax especially qualified for the preparation of such work, hav­ 
ing served as a special United States Army surgeon after the 
Battle of Gettysburg. 
He prepared a treatise upon the 
waters of the Katalysine Springs, lately re-opened for com­ 
mercial purposes in Gettysburg, and gave to the medical 
profession full data comparing its medical properties with the 
properties of the waters of then well known foreign Spas. 
He served as Commissioner of the public school system 
of Baltimore City during the years from 1850 to 1852 and was 
one of the vaccine physicians of that city. 
He also served a s 
a representative from Pennsylvania in the Maryland State 
Medical Society in 1877 and 1886. 


On Charity) Board 
Subsequently he was appointed a member of the Board 
of Commissioners o f Public Charities of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, a position to which he gave much of his time 
and attention, and which he occupied until his death. 
He 
was Pennsylvania’s delegate ut various times to the National 
Medical Association and was one of the three representatives 
from Pennsylvania to the National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections, held at St. Paul, Minnesota, in 1886. 
In 1847 he married Miss Ellen Wirt, daughter of Henry 
Wirt, a prominent resident of Hanover. 
He died on April 
21th, 1918, survived by four daughters, Miss Catherine E. 
O'Neill, who died December 16. 1932; Mrs. Mary Ellen (Tap­ 
ster, Miss Annie \V. O’Neal, well known in Gettysburg social 
circles, who died March l l. 1940. and Elmira V„ who married 
the Rev, J. T. Huddle. 
Miss Annie O’Neal and Mrs, Huddle 
retained as a slimmer home their house on the East side of

LETTERS OF OLD 
AVE you any old letters tucked away — treasures you feel that you 1 
cannot discard? 
Especially those letters of long, long ago — per- ; 
haps before postage stamps, when they marked a figure upon the 
folded paper and trusted it ic a private carrier 
I cam e upon such a letter that my grandfather gave to me when 
a boy. 
It was written in the early thirties of the last century and sent j 
from New York state to M ichigan. 
It probably took weeks for its de­ 
livery. 
But I can im agine the joy of its reception! 
It was a gossipy 
letter, full of inquiry and suggestions — but st) sym pathetically "family- 
like.” 
People in the "olden, golden" days knew how to write interesting 
letters. 
They took the time, tor they knew a letter would mean much 
to the one who should receive it. It m ight bt* filled w ith misspelled words 
and the grammar not always correct, but it was always filled with under­ 
standing, philosophy and sym pathy — human to the last word. 
Those old letters came from tile heart; — words which rolled from 
the mind naturally and with sincere intent.

To know a man. or 
woman, read his or her letters! 
In my library are volumes and volumes of letters, written by famous 
men and women. 
They have always intrigued and interested me, for 
they are better than biographies as revelations of trite character and 
personality. They tell of the writer as he is — frank and honest. 
I wonder — is the age of great writing over? 
Are people now too 
busy, too self-absorbed, to write from the heart, naturally, as in days of 
old? 
Certainly we have not outgrown the yearning and hunger for 
letters from those whom we love, or from those who would spur us on. 
The best letter is the spontaneous one, written rapidly, warm from 
the heart, and written for the love of the writing. 
Letters, perhaps, in ­ 
consequential in them selves — but sincere and genuine none the less. 
A letter, to be real and genuine, does not have to embody all the arts 
of literary perfection. 
Som e of them have been so written from the 
heart, however, that they remain as such.
